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A Convulsion of Nature. 
| Boston, December 8. 
Captain Baker says his bark was di-

os rectly in the vicinity of Angiers at the 


time.of the terrible disaster which 
killed a thousand people and changed 


50 the face of the land in and around 


Straits. He left Batavia 
August 16, and the following morning 
at daylight noticed a heavy bank ris- 
ing from the west and obscuring the 
sun. Heavy showers of sand and 
ashes commenced falling, completely 
covering the decks, masts and spars to 
adepth of several inches. By noon 
it had grown darker than the darkest 
night and commenced to blow a hur- 
ricane, but, strange to sav, the sea re- 
mained perfectly smooth. Heavy 
rumblings, like distant thunder were 
continually heard, and at intervals the 
sky was lighted by lightning flashes 
and a strong smell of sulphur perme- 
ated the atmosphere and made it dif- 
Gcult to breathe, All’ hands were 


‘atfected by this awful scene,-and many. 


of the sailors thought the warld was. 
coming to an end. Throughout the 
gaié the tide set strongly to the west- 
ward, and the bark drove through the 


water at the rate of 14 knots per hour. |: 


At 3p. m. the sky commenced to grow 
lighter, but ashes continued to fall 
like snow. The following day the 
bark entered the straits of Sunda, 
and the extent of the damage done was 
plainly to be sé6n. Wholeislands had 
sunk, and those that remained had 
changed in form. The aorthwestern 
part of Krakatia Island had disap- 
peared and Veraltin and Lang Island, 
heretofore covered with trees, were 
completety bare. They saw a very 
large number of dead bodies, and the 
water for milesf{were covered with trees 
and dead bodies. The sea for 600 
miles was a field of lava. They ex- 
perienced a hurricane from the north- 
east, with a tremendous sea which 
lasted three days. During this time 
the decks and cabin were flooded with 
water, and a portion of the bulwarks 
and everything movable on deck was 
washed away. The most fearful thing 
of all was the sea of corpses. For 
nearly three days we eameacross body 
after body of persons who had lost 
their lives in the earthquake. One 
man counted 60 in plain sight at once. 
Thousands must have perished.

A letter written in blood describes 
the harrowing treatment of prisoners. 
They rot away and exhale the odor of 
dead bodies before life is extinct. A 
number have gone mad in conseyuence 
of suffering. Fierce yells resound 


throughout the night. Many prisoners | 


have committed suicide. It is said 
one woman was outraged and then 
poisoned. Rats are the worst enemies 
of prisoners. A woman with a wabe 
was obliged to be constantly on the 
watch and fight night and day in order 
to prevent rats devouring the child. 
The use of combs and soap is forbid 
den to prisoners, especially women, 
whose hair is allowed to bé literally 
devoured by lice. Prisoners who re- 
fuse to reply to questions are tortured, 
and cases of violation of women are 
frequent, The writer especially ap- 
peals to the civilized world in behalf 
of the women in prison, whose situa- 
tion, he says, is far worse than the 
men’s,

a deal of trouble, and must go in the 
moruing; Marsden and I talked the 
matter over, @ud came to the con- 
clusion that if she was discharged, 
she would éxpose the’ Watson mat- 
ter, aud muke a good deal of trouble;
